hiring of an afternoon custodian supervisor, 
which the district hasn’t had in years. 

She said there are now only four 
elementary schools and only six or eight 
people to supervise. 

Frazier said she talked to the superintendent 
and he advised her that James Williams, 
who is in charge of buildings and grounds, 
can’t be at the schools from 6 a.m. to 10 at 
night and needs help. 

She said she also was told Williams is 
responsible for the storm water report, 
which is very lengthy. 

Frazier didn’t mention the new hire’s 
name, but it is Stephen Jones who until 
Monday worked in a security role at the 
district. (On Monday he worked both his 
old and his new jobs.) Before the security 
job was privatized, he worked for the 
district for two years. 

Frazier said she was told the new supervisor 
will be at the high school, also. She said 
although the position has been unfilled for 
many years, it is being reinstated. 

"I'm glad we have someone from within 
the district who is familiar with the school 
district ... and familiar with procedures,” 
Frazier said. 

Frazier went on to say she thinks board 
members should voice concerns at the 
table. 

No other board members made personal 
comments about items on the agenda at 
Monday's meeting. 

“I get criticized for asking questions,” 
Frazier said, explaining that people are 
asking her why the district is hiring someone 
after all these years. 

She pointed out the maintenance 
department has been slashed to the bone and 
everybody's doing more with a lot less.

At its 8-minute meeting on June 2, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved the second and 
final reading for an ordinance to permit 
outdoor dining and table service in the C-1 
(General Business) zoning district.

June 27 (rain date June 28) and authorized 
the supervisor and clerk to execute the 
agreement; and 

* Heard Trustee Jeff Jahr praise the work 
of Account Clerk Jennifer Price who made 
sure everyone on Harmony Lane knew that 
the trash pickup had been changed from 
Thursday to Tuesday.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN BY ADDING SECTION 12.02 (tt) TO PERMIT 
OUTDOOR DINING AND TABLE SERVICE UNDER STATED STANDARDS. 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. ARTICLE XU, C-1 GENERAL BUSINESS DISTRICT, SECTION 12.02 PERMITTED 
USES is hereby amended to add a new subsection tt., as follows: 


tt. Outdoor dining and table service, including but not limited to patios and sidewalk cafes, are subject to 
the following requirements: 


1. The sales and service of food and beverages outdoors shall only be permitted as incidental to a 
similar principal use that is indoors and adjacent to the outdoor food and beverage sales and service. 


2. Outdoor dining areas shall be located in a manner which will not interfere with visibility, 
vehicular or pedestrian mobility or access, and shall meet Michigan barrier-free requirements. 
Outdoor dining areas shall not obstruct the entrance to any building or sidewalk, nor shall they 
obstruct any barrier-free ramp or access aisle. If outdoor dining areas are located on a sidewalk, a 
minimum 5 foot wide unobstructed pathway shall be maintained on the sidewalk, for pedestrian 


traffic. 
3. Temporary or free-standing food service providers are not considered outdoor dining uses. 
4. Tables and chairs must remain within a well-defined and clearly marked area, separated from 


vehicular traffic. In instances where there is wait staff or alcohol service, such areas must be enclosed. 

Enclosures shall consist of metal railing, brick walls, landscape planters or other suitable materials 
using decorative, dark colored wrought iron-look fencing, or other materials consistent with the color 
and materials of the main building. The height of any barrier or landscaping enclosure shall not 
exceed three feet, six inches (3'6"). 


5. All furniture and fixtures shall be removed November 1 through April 30. Outdoor dining 
furniture and fixtures shall not be stored or stacked on the exterior of the building. 


6. Signs are not allowed in the outdoor dining area with the exception of a menu sign. 


7. No amplified music shall be permitted ifthere are residential lots or dwellings within 300 feet, 
measured from the seating area to the adjacent residential lot line. The outdoor dining area must also 
abide by all noise ordinance restrictions of the Township. 


8. The hours of operation for the outside dining area shall be consistent with the hours of 
operation of the inside restaurant. 


9. No such use shall occupy any portion of a public right-of-way. 


10. For plans showing more than 20 occupants within the outdoor dining area, the off-street 
parking for the use shall be computed according to the standards contained in Section 6.01, as 
indicated for the indoor portion of the use. If the plans show 20 or fewer occupants, no additional 
parking shall be required unless required by the Director of Planning and Economic Development as 
part of his administrative approval. 


11. Ifthe outdoor dining area is proposed as part of a site plan application, or if it contains seating 
for more than 20 occupants, it shall require site plan review and approval by the Planning 
Commission. If the outdoor dining area is proposed to be added for an existing business and contains 
seating for 20 or fewer occupants, a plan providing sufficient information to determine compliance 
with this Section 12.02.tt. may be approved administratively by the Director of Planning and 
Economic Development. 


SECTION 2. Conflicts. If any provision of the Zoning Ordinance conflicts with this amendment to the 
Zoning Ordinance, the most restrictive provision shall be applied. 


SECTION 3. Severability. This Ordinance and the various parts, sentences, paragraphs, sections, and clauses 
thereof are hereby declared to be severable. Should any part, sentence, paragraph, section, or clause be 
declared unconstitutional, null, or void by a court of competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not have any 
effect on the validity of the remaining parts, sentences, paragraphs, sections, and clauses of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 4. Effective Date: The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect eight (8) 
days after publication of the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation within the Township. 


SECTION 5. Availability: This Ordinance shall be immediately recorded by the Township Clerk in the 
Township Ordinance Book upon adoption, which record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the 
Supervisor and Clerk and shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township within 
fifteen (15) days of passage. A copy of this Ordinance may be purchased or inspected at the Clerk’s Office, 
46425 Tyler Road, Van Buren Township, MI 48111 during normal business hours.

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History of the Belleville

The Belleville National Strawberry 
Festival began in 1976 when the 
Belleville Ypsilanti Grower’s 
Association approached Kurt Atchinson, 
who at the time was President of the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, 
to obtain the title “National Strawberry 
Festival" from the Manistee Chamber of 
Commerce. 


In 1977 the first Strawberry Festival was 
organized and held on the grounds of St. 
Anthony’s Catholic Church in the City 
of Belleville. 


The purpose of the Strawberry Festival 
is to perpetuate a continual community 
project with a theme of strawberries 
grown inthe area to provide supplemental 
fund-raising for all participating civic, 
church and non-profit organizations in 
the Belleville area. It is also meant to 
strengthen community spirit and pride

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clubs and churches in the Belleville area 
sponsoring events and programs. More 
than 11,000 pounds of strawberries were 
used in preparing pies, shortcakes, jams, 
jellies, sundaes, tarts, etc. Upwards of 
100,000 visitors attended the three-day 
event with people coming from all over 
the United States and Canada. Today 
that number reaches more than 200,000 
visitors. Many people plan on spending 
their vacation around the festival. 
About $350,000 is generated in extra 
revenues for the participating groups 
and businesses. 


In 1980, plans for the first Strawberry 
Festival Parade were made and in the 
1985 parade, the entire Shiners’ Parade 
Group performed. Beginning 1990 
through 1998 Paul Nerswick held the 
position of Parade Coordinator. In 
1999 through 2002 Tony Gibson was 
Parade Coordinator. In 2003 through 
2006 Harry Van Gelder was Parade 
Coordinator and holding that position 
since 2007 is Tina Brooks Green. 
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In 1981 SEMTA buses started carrying 
the visitors around the entire festival area 
to all the venues. Now the Wyandotte 
Trolley does that. Also in 1981, the 
promotion of the downtown area took 
place. Up until that time, most of the 
activities were held at St. Anthony’s 
Catholic Church, with other areas 
being three other churches, Belleville 
Presbyterian Church, Trinity Episcopal 
Church, and Church of God Mountain 
Assembly along with Belleville High 
School. With the opening of the 
downtown area, more non-profit area 
groups could participate bringing more 
business to the downtown area, more 
food and more activities, and resulted 
in more people for the entire event. In 
the mid-1990s the Main Street venue 
expanded from two to five blocks. In 
1984, the Belleville- Ypsilanti Grower’s 
Association dissolved and that left the 
running of the festival to the Festival 
Committee. The Statement of Intent was 
made into by-laws and the discussion of 
fund-raising events became a reality to 
supplement income for the running of 
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the festival. Patricia Birbeck chaired 
this newly formed Festival Committee. 


In 1986, the Festival Committee 
sponsored Hermann’s Royal Lipizzaner 
Stallions Show at the Belleville High 
School Football Field. It was very 
successful and offered the visitors to 
the festival and the hometown people an 
exceptional event. 


In 1987,a Country and Western program 
was planned by the Festival Committee 
with the Tom T. Hall show. It was held at 
the Belleville High School Auditorium 
and also brought another well-received 
event to the community. 


In 1989 through 1990 Donna Hall 
became the Executive Director with Pat 
Birbeck as President until she passed 
away in June of 1991.
